PAPER ALSO RAN PHOTOS THAT PURPORTED TO SHOW COMPULSORY 
WEDDING/FORCED LABOR/CAMBODIAN SOLDIERS ABOUT TO KILL 
TRUSSED CIVILIANS W/HOES. INITIALS SUBSTITUTED FOR FULL

TORONTO GLOBE AND MAIL'S FRASER (PEKING) NOTES PRC'S 
DECISION TO PUBLISH HITHERTO SECRET "62 SPEECH (THO KNOWN 
TO WEST) IN WHICH MAO CRITICIZED SELF FOR PAST FAILINGS/ 
SHORTCOMINGS. CITES WIDESPREAD COVERAGE GIVEN SPEECH, 
BROADCAST NATIONWIDE, PRINTED IN TYPE THREE TIMES NOMAL 
SIZE. NOTES ALMOST TOTAL AGREEMENT AMONG FON ANALYSTS/ 
DIPLOS/IN SIDERS THAT SOMETHING BIG AFOOT, THO NO ONE QUITE 
SURE WHAT. SPECULATES PUBLICATION OF SPEECH, WHICH CALLS 
FOR LENIENCY WHEN DEALING W/INTERNAL PARTY DISPUTES, COULD 
HERALD LARGE PURGES OF RADICALS OR MAJOR SHIFT IN TOP 
LEADERSHIP FOLLOWED BY CHANGES IN IDEOLOGICAL DIRECTION 
MORE STARTLING THAN THOSE EMERGING SINCE DOWNFALL OF "GANG 
OF 4." 

FRASER SAYS PRINTING OF MAO SPEECH MAKES CLEAR SEVERAL 
EARLIER SEEMINGLY DISCONNECTED ARTICLES: ONE POSTHUMOUSLY

CALCULATED TACTIC TO PUT PRESSURE ON SOVIETS TO GET OUT OF 

AFRICA, OR IS PROCESS OF STEADY IMPROVEMENT IN RELS ON 
VERGE OF PRODUCING SOMETHING DRAMATIC, SUCH AS CARTER 
CHINA TRIP/RESOLUTION OF TAIWAN QUESTION/OR ESTABLISHMENT 
DIPLO RELS. BUT CITES CHINA SPECIALISTS WHO SAY NONE OF
